Smith. God could not build up bis 
kingdom without an organization of 
willing subjects, yielding themselves 
to his government. 
communicate with such a people, and 
God could accomplish bis purposes. 
Our marital relations were not con- 
fined to time, bnt were eternal in all 
their relationships, indissoluble, and 
would endure forever. In this light 
we so regarded them, and should 
never give them up. This was an 
earthly as well as a heavenly govern- 
ment, for this work never could have 
been accomplished thus far, unaided 
by the power and wisdom of God. He 
strongly denouneed the evils in the 
community, especially those of Sab- 
bath breaking, lying and swearing. 
This was a burning shame in the midst 
«of the people, and would bring forth 
its terrible reaults among the offspring 
of those who indulged in them.

ti ave said a good many things, 
but we want teaching just xe chil. 
dren, and to be directed in everything;. 
and we could wish and we do pray 
our Father in heaven, in the name 
his son Jesus Christ, to give to the 
Latter day Saints willing hearts to 
be tanght, and a firm determina- 
tion to obey ; and we do pray to the 
Latter-day Saints to yield them-. 
selves obedient to the Spirit of God. 
When we do this we shall be one; 
but as lopg as we permit selfish- 
ness in our hearts we shall be. di- 
vided, we shall have individual and 
self-interest. But when we are ac- 
tuated by the Spirit of the 
our interest is general, it is for the 
whole ple, it is for the kingdom. 
of —— — — earth, it is — 
sanctify the people, to prepare for 
redeeming the nations of’ the earth, 
to assist, all that is in our power, 
our Savior, our elder brother, who

calls upon us to do our part; he has 


fulfilled his part, so far as the sacrifice

Now we pray you be reconciled to 
God; and the word of the Lord is, 
directly, to those who call them- 
selves Latter-day Saints: Son or 
daughter, give me thy heart. Let 
us give our hearts and our affections 
to God our Father. Plead for his 
Spirit to guide us, and we will be 
one, A deal wants to be said 
to the people with regard to those 
principles the observance of which 
would enable them to lead useful 
lives, lives for the advancement of 
the kingdom of God, spreading the 
Gospel, and for performing the labor 
that is committed to us. 

I want to say a few words upon 
that peculiar subject or doctrine 
about which so much is said, I mean 
celestial marriage. I want to tell the 
whole world that the Saints of God 
are under the necessity of doing just 
what they are doing in this capacity, 
in order to out the mind and will 
of God. Now I will tell you the rea- 
ons why, and I want you to carry 
them to the ends of the earth. When 
the earth was framed, made, and 
brought forth and man placed in the 
‘Garden of Eden, the earth was placed 
at his disposal, and man, not woman, 
is the King, lord and governor of the 
earth ; and if men, since the fall, had 
done right, had kept the command- 
ments of God, women would have 
been willing to go with them and be 
Saints ; and at the present time there 
are thousands and millions of females 
who will receive the Gospel whose 
husbands, fathers, and brothers will 
reject it, and it crowds the necessity 
of taking more wives than one upon 
‘the Elders of Israel; for if they 
were not to do so a great many wo- 
men never could attain to the same 
exaltation hereafter, they would not 


have the glory of propagating their 
species onl filling worlds and being

Associated with the Gods. But to 
prevent them being thus cut off here- 
after, the Elders of Israel, who are 
obedient to the Priesthood, are un- 
der the necessity of taking those that 
present — and who wish to 
be sealed to men. Now, O ye inbab- 
itants of the earth, repent of your 
sins, become sons of God by adoption, 
by entering the kingdom of God upon 
the earth, keep his commandments, 
glorify his name, sanctify yourselves 
before the Lord, and every one of 
you take a wife to save us this care 
and share with us in this blessing. 
We are willing any day for this; we 
do not want to deprive other men 
of their glory and their rights, but 
we are nnder the necessity of — 
them, for it is the commandment o 

the Lord to us. Shall the daughters 
of Eve be placed in a position that 
they shall be deprived of the highest 
degree of exaltation hereafter? No, 
no, this is contrary to the law of hea- 
ven, to the will of God and the plan of 
salvation and exaltation, consequently 
this doctrine is introduced amang the 
children of men, and it must be 
carried ont and obeyed, and who 
shall hinder it, for the Lord Al- 
mighty has commanded it, and who 
says it shall not be? This doctrine 
must be fulfilled, and the people 
must be saved who will be saved. 
The nations of the earth that have 
slept without the Gospel must have 
an opportunity of receiving it, and 
they will be preached to, they have 
been preached to, and they are being 
preached to at the present time by 
just men made perfect who have gone 
into the spirit world and are preach- 
ing to them, and if they will receive 
the Gospel the living must officiate 
for them and bring them up, that 
they may have salvation, be numbered 
with the sanctified and be received 
into the presence of the Father and 
of the Son, every man in his order, 
and according to that which he is 
willing to receive and obey, for all 
is governed by law which must be 
sustained by law, and that that 
obeys the law will be justified by the 
law. I want you to hear, O ye Latter- 
day Saints, and all ye inhabitants of 
the earth who believe in Christ, you 
to whom this doctrine is committed,

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if ye reject it ye will be damned, 
saith the Lord your God. And you, 
daughters of Israel, though your 
husbands may not do right in many 
things, and you may see that they 
do not walk as Saints, never contend 
against this doctrine, never speak 
against it, never have a feeling against 
it; and O ye of little faith, wives and 
children, if your fathers or husbands 
do not do right, have faith and ask 
God to remove them out of the way, 
and not stay to afflict you. I say, 
instead of contending and quarrellin 
and finding fault with them, an 
throwing every obstacle in their way, 
eeek unto the Lord our God until 
you have faith that they will be 
removed out of your way. This is 
the course for you and me; we must 
live so that we do those things which 
are required of us. This is demanded 
at our hands. We must not neglect 
the great plan of salvation, but we 
must seek unto the Lord until we 
become united enough to make us 
mighty, strong and powerful, that 
ion may present her glory in the eyes 
all- living, and we be able, 
Temples, enter therein, officiate for 


the living and the dead, send the 
Elders to the uttermost ts of the 
earth, for this Gospel must be 


preached to all people before the end 
can come, this very Gospel that we 
preach, as it has been told here this 
afternoon. 

This is the only people on the earth 
that hold the Priesthood of the Son 
of God and the keys thereof. What 
manner of men and women ought we 
to be? Trifle with God? Trifle with 
his holy commandments? Trifle with 
his laws? No, be obedient to the 
laws, honor every precept that the 
Lord has given us by which we should 
live, and every ordinance: live by 
them, and sanctify the Lord God in 
our hearts, that we ome one. 
And if the question is are we 
willing to hear and obey and give 
all that we have for the Kingdom? 
Yes, and your humble servant is as 
willing as any man or woman in this 
kingdom, no man can be more willing 
than he is. Come and let us be one, 
and let us go to work and build up the 


build 
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kingdom, and establish the Zion of 
God, no more to be removed. And 
if we obey the commandments of 
God, we need have no fears of what 
earth and hell can do. Be kind, do 
good to all, and be sure to be hum- 
ble, so that you will have that heart.

Abraham received all things, whatsoever he received, by revelation and com- 
mandment, by my word, saith the Lord, and hath entered into his exaltation, 
rand sitteth upon his throne. 3 

12. Abraham received promises concerning his seed, and of the fruit of his 
loins,—from whose loins ye are, namely, my servant Joseph,—which were to 
continue so long as they were in the world ; and as touching Abraham and his 
seed, out of the world they should continue ; both in the world and out of the 
world should they continue as innumerable as the stars; or, if ye were to 
-connt the sand upon the sea shore, ye could not number them. This promise 
is yours, also, nse ye are of Abraham, and the promise was made unto 
Abraham ; and by this law are the continuation of the works of my Father, 
wherein he glorificth Himself. Go ye, therefore, and do the works of Abra- 
ham ; enter ye into my law, and ye shall be saved. But if ye enter not into 
my law ye cannot receive the promise of my Father, which he made unto 
Abraham. 

13. God commanded Abraham, and Sarah gave Hagar to Abraham to wife. 
And why did she do it? Because this was the law, and from Hagar sprang 
many people. ~ This, therefore, was fulfilling, among other things, the promises. 
"Was A , therefore, under condemnation? Verily, I say unto you, Nay; 
for I, the Lord, commanded it. Abraham was commanded to offer his son 
Isaac; nevertheless, it was written, thou shalt not kill. Abraham, however, 
did not refuse, and it was accounted unto him for righteousness. 

14. Abraham received concubines, and they bare him children, and it was 
accounted unto him for righteousness, because they-were given unto him, and 
he abode in my law, as Isaac also, and Jacob did none other things than that 
which they were commanded; and because they did none other things than 
that which they were commanded, they have entered into their exaltation, 
according to the promises, and sit upon thrones, and are not angels, but are 
Gods. David also received many wives and concubines, as also Solomon and 
Moses my servants; as also many others of my servants, from the beginning 
of creation until this time ; and in nothing did they sin, save in those things 
which they received not of me. 
15. David's wives and concubines were given unto him, of me, by the hand 
of Nathan, my servant, and others of the Prophets who had the keys of this 
power; and in none of these things did he sin against me, save in the case of 
riah and hid wife, and therefore he hath fallen from his exaltation, and 
received his portion; and he shall not inherit them out of the world, for I 
gave them unto another, saith the Lord. 

16. I am the Lord thy God, and I gave unto thee, my servant Joseph, an 
appointment, and restore all things; ask what ye will, and it shall be given 
vanto you according to my word. And as ye have asked concerning adultery, — 
~verily, verily I say unto you, if ‘a man receiveth a wife in the new and ever- 
lasting covenant, and if she be with another man, and I have not appointed 
santo her by the holy anointing, she hath committed adultery, and shall be 
destroyed. If she be not in the new and everlasting covenant, and she be with 
another man, she has committed adultery ; and if her husband be with another 
woman, and he was under a vow, he hath broken his vow, and hath committed 
adultery, and if she hath not committed adultery, but ig innocent, and hath 
not broken her vow, and she knoweth it, and I reveal it unto you, my servant 
-Joseph, then shall you have power, by the power of my Holy Priesthood, to 
take her, and give her unto him that hath not committed adultery, but hath 
been faithful, for he shall be made ruler over many; for I have conferred 
upon you the keys and power of the Priesthood, wherein I restore all things, 
and make known unto you all things in due time. 

17. And verily, verily I say unto you, that whatsoever you seal on earth, 
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shall be sealed in heaven; and whatsoever you bind on earth, in my name, 
and by my word, saith the Lord, it shall be eternally bonnd in the heavens; 
and whose soever sins you remit on earth, shall be remi eternally in the 
heavens ; and whose soever sins you retain on earth, shall be retained in heaven. 

18. And again, verily I say, whomsoever you bless, I will bless, and whom- 
soever you curse, I will curse, saith the Lord; for I, the Lord, am thy God. 

19. And again, verily I say unto you, my servant Joseph, that whatsoever 
you give on earth, and to whomsoever you give any one on earth, by my word, 
and according to my law, it shall be visited with blessings, and not cursings, 
and with my power, saith the Lord, and shall be without condemnation on 
earth, and in heaven; for I am the Lord thy God, and will be with thee even 
unto the end of the world, and through all eternity ; for verily, I seal upon 

ou your exaltation, and prepare a throne for you in the kingdom of my 
Father, with Abraham your father. Bebold, I have seen your sacrifices, aud 
will forgive all your sins ; I have seen your sacrifices, in obedience to that 
whieh I have told you ; 7 therefore, and I make a way for your escape, a8 
I accepted the offering of Abraham, of his son Isaac. 

20. Verily I say unto you, a commandment I give unto mine handmaid, 
Emma Smith, your wife, whom I have given unto you, that she stay herself 
and partake not of that which I commanded you to offer unto her; for I did 
it, saith the Lord, to prove you all, as I did Abraham; and that I might re- 
quire an offering at your hand, by covenant and sacrifice : and let mine hand- 
maid, Emma Smith, receive all those that have been given unto my servant 
Joseph, and who are virtuous and pure before me; and those who are not pure, 
and have said they were pure, shall be destroyed, saith the Lord God; for I 
am the Lord thy God, and ye shall obey my voice ; and I give unto my servant 
Joseph, that he shall be made ruler over many things, for he hath been faithful 
over a few things, and from henceforth I will strengthen him. 

21. And I command mine handmaid, Emma Smith, to abide and cleave unto 
my seryant Joseph, and to none else. But if she will not abide this command- 
ment, she shall be destroyed, saith the Lord ; for I am the Lord thy God, and 
will destroy her, if she abide not in my law; but if she will not abide this 
commandment, then shall my servant Joseph do all things for her, even as he 
hath said; and I will bless him and multiply him, and give unto him an hun- 
dred-fold in this world, of fathers and mothers, brothers and sisters, houses 
and lands, wives and children, and crowns of eternal lives in the eternal worlds. 
And again, verily I say, let mine handmaid forgive my servant Joseph his 
trespasses ; and then shall she be forgiven her trespasses, wherein she hath 
trespassed against me; and 1 the Lord thy God, will bless her, and multiply 
ber, and make her heart to rejoice. 

22. And again, I say, let not my servant Joseph put his property out of his 
hands, lest an enemy come and destroy him; for Satan seeketh to destroy ;. 
for I am the Lord thy God, and he is my servant ; and behold! and lo, lam 
— him, as I was with Abraham, thy father, even unto bis exaltation and 
glory. | 

23. Now, as teuching the law of the Priesthood, there are many things 
pertaining thereunto. Verily if a man be called of my Father, as was 
Aaron, by mine own voice, and by the voice of him that sent me, and I have 
endowed him with the keys of the power of this Priesthood, if he do anything 
in my name, and according to my law and by my word, he will not commit. 

i I will justify him. Let no one; therefore, set on my servant Joseph, 
for I will justify him, for he shall do the sacrifice which I require at his handa, 
for hia transgressions, saith the Lord your God. 

24. And again, as pertaining to the law of the Priesthood, if any man 
espouse a virgin, and desire to espouse another, and the first give her consent; 
and if he espouse the second, and they are virgins, and have vowed to no other 
man, then is he justified; he cannot commit adultery, for they are given 
unto him ; for he cannot commit adultery with that that belongeth unto him 
and to no one else; and if he have ten virgins given unto him by this law, he 
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«cannot commit adultery, for they belong to him, and they are given unto him, 
therefore is he justified. But if one or either of the ten virgins, after she is 
espoused, shall be with anotber man, she has committed adultery, and shall be 
destroyed ; for they are given unto him to multiply and replenish the earth, 
according to my commandment, and to falfill the promise which was given by 
my Father before the foundation of the world ; and for their exaltation in the 
eternal worlds, that they may bear the souls of men; for herein is the work 
of my Father continued, that He may be glorified. 

25. And again, verily, verily I say unto you, if any man have a wife, who 
holds the keys of this power, and he teaches unto her the law of my Priest- 
hood, as pertaining to these things, then shall she believe, and administer unto 
-him, or she shall be destroyed, saith the Lord your God, for I will destroy 
her ; for I will magnify my name upon all those who receive and abide in my 
law. Therefore, it shall be lawful in me, if she receive not this law, for him 
to receive all things whatsoever I, the Lord his God, will give unto him, be- 
cause she did not administer unto him according to my word; and she then 
becomes the transgressor, and he is exempt from the law of Sarah, who ad- 
ministered unto Abraham according to the law, when I commanded Abraham 
to take H to wife. And now, as pertaining to this law, verily, verily I say 
unto you, I will reveal more unto you hereafter, therefore, let this suffice for 
the present. Behold! I am Alpha and Omega. Amen. 


How often we call Gop our heavenly Farner. We believe that He is Our 
Father which art in heaven.” Christ went so far as to say ‘‘ Call no man your 
father upon the earth: for one is your Father, which is in heaven.” Do we 
realize that He cannot be a Father without a help meet!“

one approaching the Holy of Holies.” In friendship we find that Jesus 
excelled, as He excelled in all other virtues.

dead. He loved His mother. He was devotedly attached to His disciples. 
He loved in general, yet, He also loved in particular, He appeared on the 
morning of His resurrection “‘ first, to Mary Magdalene.” Immediately after 
He appears to the other Mary,” both of whom held Him by the feet and 
worshipped Him: —and then to Mary the mother of James, and also to 
Joanna and other women.” 5 

At first, Mary (Magdalene) stood without at the sepulchre weeping: and 
a she wept, she stooped down, and looked into the sepulchre, And seeth two 
angels in white sitting, the ene at the head, and the other at the feet, where 
the body of Jesus had lain. And they say unto her, Woman, why weepest 
thou! She saith unto them, Because they have taken away my Lend, and I 
know not where they have laid Him. And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back and saw Jesus standing, and knew not that it was Jesus. 
Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why weepest thou! whom seekest thou? She, 
supposing him to be the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou hast borne 
Him hence, tell me where thou hast laid Him, and I will take Him away. 
Jesus saith antoher, Mary. She turned herself, and saith unto Him, Rabboni; 
which is to say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not; fer I am not 
yet ascended to my Father: but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I 
ascend unto my Father, and your Father; and to my God and your God.“ 

How natural that a wife should at the hour of death be present with her 
well beloved—the husband in whom her affections centre. How natural at a 
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return to life, that the husband should first seek the presence of his wife. In 
this instance the Savior not only appears first to Mary—but he holds high 
converse, and elects her to be the first to testify of His glorious resurrection. 
Mary in answer to the question— Woman, why weepest thou?” said, Be- 
cause they bave taken away my Lorp.” Lord, was the term Hebrew women 
used in addressing or speaking of their husbands; ‘‘even as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him lord.“ Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary” (Is 
this the sister of Lazarus?) were appointed by the holy Angel at the sepulchre, 
to go quickly, and tell his disciples that he is risen ; and, behold, he goeth 
before you into Galilee ; there shall ye see Him.” 

Was the Savior tbe Bridegroom,” complimented by the “ governor of the 
feast,” for having such good wine” at the marriage in Cana of Galilee, when 
our Lord turned the water into wine? He was much interested in that feast— 
so was His mother. In the absence of revelation our readers, after reading 
the first ten verses of the second chapter of John, can form their own opinion. 
As marriage has always been the order and rule in the kingdom of God, it is 
not reasonable to suppose that our Great High Priest Who was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin,” should pass from this probationary 
State without the experience which marriage alone can impart. ‘‘ Seeing that 
we have not an high priest which cannot be touched with the feelings of our 
infirmities,” but who was in all points tempted like as we are,” it is within the 
scope of reason and the bounds of consistency to suppose that He was married. 
Let it pleased the Lord to bruise Him; He hath put Him to grief: when 
thou shalt make His soul an offering for sin, He SHALL see His BRED, He 


shall prolong His days, and the pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in His 
hand.” (Isaiah 53, 10.) 


“ Shall see His seed” evidently implies His posterity. ‘Unto us a child 


is born—unto us a son is given: and the government shall be upon His 
shoulder: and His name shall be called Wonderful, Counseller. The mighty 
God, The everlasting Fatuzr. The Prince of Peace. (Isaiah 9, 6.) Jesus Christ 
is an everlasting Father. For His individual exaltation the law a ic 
compliance with this divine ordinance.
